1726.

N this capital (Rome) we have juf now wit- 
neffed an event, which has drawn cears from 

every body here. Itis five years fince a youn 
gentleman of the family of Amedei, married an 
amiable and virtuous young woman he loved, but 
whofe birth was not equal to his. At the end of 
one year, they had a daughter as the fruit ef their 
love; but this tender union was in a fhort time 
cruelly difturbed by the parents and relations of. 
the gentleman, who exelaimed againtt his mvarri- 
age as clandeftine, and obtained againit the un- 
happy young man an order of the Pope, by which 
they tore him from the arms of bis {poufe, and 
condudted him a prifoner to the caltle of St. An- 
gelo. A procefs was immediately intftiteted for 
annulling the marriage. The gentleman tried 
every means poffible to prove that his marriage 
was valid, and to make it be ratified: His wife 
alfo went with her daeghter in her arms, and 
threw herfelf at the feet of her Jadges; but in 
vain. A fenteace was at lait pronounced, annul- 
ling the marriage, cbliging the mother, that in- 
confolable wife, to write to her hefband with her 
own hand, the fatal news of their eternal fepara-

Very foon I thall 
ceafe to live; may my death fatiate the inhuma- 
nity of our cruel profecutors! God blefs you! 
Farewell! Farewell !—for ever !’’ Four days af- 
terwards, that unhappy and tender wife died in 
horrible convulfions: And her death fet the gen- 
tleman at liberty, whofe defpair has not yet been 
calmed.

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HE following fingular incident, we are in- 
formed from refpectable authority, occur- 
ed on the late field of battle in the weft. A young

This is pronounced 
to be the cavfe by all the Phyficians who attended 
her.—She is lamented by all, and her death has 
ferved, in fome meafure, to revive in the breaits 
of the friends to humanity and government, thole 
ideas of horror and deteftaiion which the murder 
of her hufband in{pired. 

Extra of a letter from a gentleman at F ort-Frank- 
lin, dated Dec. 29, 1791; 

** | arrived at this place after a difagreeable 
and fatiguing journey of fix days. Immediately 
after my arrival, we received very alarming news 
from the Cornplanter, that the weftern Indians 
were coming to cutoff both him and us—the event 
of this God only knows—By accounts from the 
Indians we hear, that eight hundered Canadians 
were in the aétion againft our people the 4th of 
November laft, and that 100 Indians were killed, 
and 400 wounded at that time. ' 

Capt. Jofeph Mather, who arrived at Baltimore 

on Sunday the 1s5thinftant, from Oporto, informs 
that he left at Norfolk the 13th, Capt. Latouch, 
from Cape-Francois, who informed him, that the 
Negroes had agreed to deliver themfelves up and 
fabmit to mercy three days after he failed, and 
had burned 135 plantations. 
We learn, that Major Hamtrack, who was im- 
peached for unfoldiery condudt, in the late expe.” 
dion againft the Indians, has been honourably 
acquitted.

A letter from Lieutenant Jeffers, dated Jan. 4, 
at Fort Franklin, mentions that all was quiet 
there at the date of his difpatches. 

Thurfday night about 11 o’clock, a fire broke 
cut in Hunter’s buildings, in High-ftreet, in the 
front parlour of the houfe belonging to Mr. Smith, 
Reprefentative in Congrefs from South-Carolina. 
The caule of it, though not accurately alcertained, 
is fappofed to have been merely accidental. It 
had probably been kindling for fome time. It 
blazed out as foon as the parlour door was opened 
by a fervant of the family, who, going by acci- 
dent into an adjoining apartment, heard the crack- 
ing of the fire, and gave the alarm. The fmoke 
immediately rufhed into every room in the houle, 
and hence it was not without difficulty that the pwo 
children of Mr. and Mrs. Smith, were conveyed 
out of their beds. It feems they were hurried te 
differed houfes in the neighbourhood fo quickly, 
thatone of them was for fome minutes mifiag— 
This unlucky circumftance called forth all the an- 
guith of maternal folicitude, and was extremely 
diitreffing both to the parents and the {peCtators on 
the ipot—cill one of the latter found out the child 
and brought it to its feantic mother, The citizens 
attended with their -wonted alacrity, the flames, 
even without the aid of an engine, were got 
under.
